DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-23 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record issued to Hippenlainen (US Patent 6,229,802) discloses a 
technique for packet switched data transmission between two network nodes, especially between 
a telecommunication network and a base station where calls is forwarded as data packets at even 
intervals (col 1/lines 8-14 & 50-65). However, this closest prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
further step of introducing a controller electrically connecting two network nodes equipped with a 
database module comprising identification information of each of communication devices within 
the two networks, wherein the controller is dynamically configurable in a manner such that any 
single communication device of the mentioned group is capable of sending packet data to other 
communication devices of the group, for example, using push-to-talk communication devices, as 
recited in claims 1 and 23.
